JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 10.— 
Tony Vriski, Boonville reformatory 
inmate, held in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary here for safe keeping, 
after he shot and killed Cc. E. 
Shrane,’ superintendent of Boon- 
ville public schools, in an attempt 
to escape yesterday afternoon, said 
today he planned the attempt after 


becoming drunk on wine he had 


nade in the basement of the home 
of Theodore Ziske, superintendent 
of the reformatory. 


Vriski, a trusty assigned to work 
as houseboy at the superinendent’s 
residence, said he had been making 
wine from grapes in the basement 
of the superintendent’s residence 
for two or three months, and kept 
a supply hidden there. 

Vriski asserted he was so drunk 
he could remember nothing from 
the time he entered an automobile 
near the superintendent’s residence, 
with the intention of making his 
way to St. Louis, until he was 
placed in the Boonville jail last 
night, after his capture. He denied 
having stolen a revolvér from a 
locker in the superintendent's resi- 
dence, which was broken open yes- 
terday afternoon, and asserted he 
did not have a weapon when he 
made his escape. 

When Vriski talked to reporters 
at the prison, both of his eyes 
were blackened, his lips cut and 
bruised and he had several cuts on 
his body. He said he could not re- 
member how he had suffered the 
bruises. 

Reformatory records give 
Virisky’s age as 22 years, but he 
said he was only 19.years old. He 
escaped from the reformatory in 
June, 1929, but was recaptured last 
March. 


Details of Killing of Boonville 
School Head. 

BOONVILLE, Mo., Sept. 10.— 
Howard County authorities today 
prepared a first degree murder 
warrant against Tony Vriski, Boon- 
ville Reformatory prisoner, who 
yesterday at 5:30 p. m. kidnaped 
and shot to death C. E. Chrane, 
for 18 years superintendent of 
schools here. The murder occurred 
aross the Missouri River, which 
makes prosecution~ in Howard 
County mandatory. Boonville is in 
Cooper County. 

Vriski, sent to the reformatory 
from St. Louis for robbery, was 
held in the State penitentiary at 
Jefferson City today because Cooper 
County authorities feared he would 
be lynched if he were kept here. 
He first was taken to jail at War- 
rensburg, but the transfer to Jef- 
ferson City was ordered by Sheriff 
Clay Groom when he heard Boon- 
ville residents had started for War- 
rensburg in automobiles, 

The murder of Chrane, widely 
known and popular as an educator 
and civic leader, aroused the entire 
community. Crowds stood on’ the 
streets far into the night, and sev- 
eral times went to the county jail. 
Each time Sheriff Groom admitted 
a@ small group to search the jail. 

“I thought*that better than to 
have them attempt to break down 
the jail door,” he said. The Sheriff 
said the feeling against Vriski was 
so strong it would be unsafe to re- 
turn him here. 


Witness Tells of er 


Vriski, a houseboy in the home 
of the reformatory superintendent, 
Col. Theodore Ziske, stole a re- 
volver from a locker in the house, 
and slipped away from the reform- 
atory. Chrane had parked his au-

COUZENS AN EASY 


Hudson, Dry Congressman 
of. Detroit District, De- 
feated — Democrat Wins 


Two Nominations.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 10.—Gov. 
Huey P. Long was nominated for 
the United States Senate over Sen- 
ator Joseph E. Ransdell yesterday 
by a majority of about 34,000, 

In defeating the veteran Senator, 
who has spent 31 years in Congress, 
the Governor apparently carried 


with him to victory three candi-’' 


dates he supported for the House 
of Representatives. 

On returns from all precincts ex- 
cept 144 scattered over the State, 
the Governor led the Senator by 
34,638, Long having 141,262. and 
Ransdell 106,624. 

Long carried 54 of the 64 par- 
ishes. 

On the basis of available returns 
the Long wave removed from Con- 
gress Representatives J. Zach 
Spearing of the Second District and 
James O’Connor of the First. 

Paul Maloney, New Orleans, with 
19 precincts missing, led Spearing, 
23,926 to 19,842. 

In the First, J. O.. Fernandez, a 
State Senator, led Representative 
O’Connor with only one precinct 
missing, 24,937 to 23.425. 

Representative Numa Montet was 
renominated in the Third over 
Clarence J. Bourg, virtually com- 
plete returns gave Bourg $123, 
Montet 13,481. 

Five other Representatives were 
unopposed. 

Ransdell led Long in New Or- 
leans by about 65000. Ransdell’s 
supporters had predicted a majori- 
ty of 20,000 for him in the city. 

Mayor Walmsley, the titular head 
of the old regular Democratic or- 
ganization that led the fight against 
the Governor, said: “It is the will 
of the people. I want to congratu- 
late Gov. Long on his victory.” 

Press Fought Long. 

Gov. Long, 37-yetir-old executive, 
won the nomination in the face of 
a concentrated attack from the 
newspapers of New Orleans and 
over the state, and at a time when 
he was under sharp fire In connec- 
tion with the disappearance of 
Samuel Irby and James ‘Terrell, 
who were seized in a Shreveport 
‘hotel by state police and taken into 
seclusion before they could carry 
out their announced intention of 
bringing suit against the Governor. 

The Governor made his fight on 
the good roads issue, saying he 
would pave every highway fn the 
state without raising taxes and that 
if he went to the Senate he would 
get employment for all men out of 
work. 

Long said in the campaign that 
if elected he would complete his 
term as Governor, expiring in 1932, 
before assuming his seat in the 
Senate, as he did not wish to place 
the present Lieutenant-Goévernor in 
the executive’s chair. 

A street fight at a polling booth 
was quelled this morning by 150 
uniformed National Guardsmen 
and police, who restored order 
after a disagreement over the 
counting of “votes.

GOV. ROOSEVELT FOR REPEAL 
OF EIGHTEENTH AMENDMENT 


Favors State Sale of Liquors in Dis- 
tricts Were People So

ALBANY, N. Y Sept. 10.—Gov. 
Roosevelt today came out for re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment. 
His attitude was expressed in a 
letter to United States Senator Rob- 
ert F. Wagner of New York. 

The Governor declared a condi- 
tion given birth by the eighteenth 
amendment couli be remedied only 
by the substitutin of that amend- 
ment with another amendment giv- 
ing “the restoration of real con- 
trol of intoxicants. to the several 
states.” 

The Governor declared the sale. 
of intoxicants through state agen- 
cies should be made lawful in any 
state where the people so desired. 

“Conversely,” said the Governor, 
“the people of any state should 
have the right to prohibit the sale 
of intoxicants, if they so wished, 
within its borders.”

Bullet Fired at Officer Hits 
Angelo Gerioni, Onlook- 
er; and Suspect Is Then 
Slain by His Pursuer After 
a Struggle. 


A 16-year-old fugitive from an 
Iowa reformatory was shot to death 
by = policeman today near Police 
Headquarters during a chase in 
which the youth fired two shots‘at 
his pursuer, seriously wounding a 
bystander. 

The policeman, Patrolman Lester 


Trelford of Central District, was 
not hurt. The youth, Charles Pass- 
water of Rockwell City, Ia., died 
on the operating table at City Hos- 


pital. The bystander, Angelo Ge- 
noni, 21, of 5301 Odell avenue, is 
in a serious condition with a wound 
in the abdomen. 

Passwater and Genoni were shot 
shortly after 7 a. m. in front of the 
Progressive Electrotyping Co., 127 
South Eleventh street, after Pass- 
water had led Trelford through a 
maze of alleys, streets and corri- 
dors, exchanging shots. 

Genoni, looking for the scene 
of the shooting, stopped abruptly 
on the sidewalk as Passwater 
dashed from the Progressive aom- 
pany’s doorway, followed by Trel- 
ford. Twenty feet from the door, 
Passwater turned and fired at the 
policeman as he emerged from the 
building. 

Bullet Hit Bystander. 

The bullet struck Genoni, who 
collapsed on the sidewalk near the 
door. Trelford, firing one shot, ad- 
vanced on the youth, who held his 
ground, snapping the trigger of his 
revolver against a jammed cart- 
ridge in a vain attempt to fire 
again. 

_Trelford struggled with the fugi- 
tive and, as he wrenched away the 
revolver, the youth fell to the side- 
walk with an outcry Trelford's 
bullet had pierced the youth's right 
arm and lodged in his chest. Under 
the youth's arm, the policeman 
found a holster containing a six- 
inch dagger with a saw edge. 

Trelford, who is 31 years old and 
has been a policeman five years, 
said he was making his last round 
preparatory to leaving duty at 7 
o'clock. He was walking south on 
Eleventh street when his attention 
was drawn to two youths entering 
an alley on the west silc of the 
street and south of Market street, 


Youths Looked Suspicious. 
“They looked suspicious, so I 
went to the mouth of the alley and 
yelled, ‘Hey, come back here; I 
want to talk to you,’ ” Trelford sald. 
“They looked around and ran as 
soon’as they saw my uniform. 

“I chased them to a crose-alley 
and down to Walnut street, where 
they separated and ran in opposite 
directions. I decided to chase the 
one that ran east, so I jumped on 
the running board of an automo- 
bile and directed the driver to fol- 
low him, The boy ran east to EBlev- 
enth street, south for a half block 
and then turned west Into another 
alley. | 

“I jumped off the running board 
And followed him. Halt way 
through the block he turned north 
through the cross-alley running 
back toward Walnut street. When 
I turned the corner, he fired a shot 
at me, standing tn back of the old 
headquarters building, I had fired

Stressing especially his desire for 
friendly intercourse with the United 
States, Uriburu declared: “I desire 
my Government to establish friend- 
ly and mutually advantageous re- 
lations with the United States and 
shall name an Ambassador to 
Washington the instant the United 
States recognizes the new Argen- 
tine Government.” 

Touching on the long vacancy in 
the Argentine Embassy at Wash- 
ington, Uriburu said: “Both na- 
tions have everything to gain 
through diplomatic, economic, and 
commercial co-operation and much 
to lose through political aloofnéss 
in matters in which the best inter- 
ests of both are involved.” 

He declared that other American 
Republics could depend upon Ar- 
gentina’s wholehearted participa- 
tion in the program of the Pan- 
American Union, but that this 
Government could not say immedi- 
ately it would be found desirable 
to resume participation in the 
League of Nations. 

The new Government, he said, 
has set itself to the task of ex- 
haustive study of the entire ques- 
tion of League membership, but in 
the past Argentina's inability to see 
eye to eye with the terms of the 
treaty of VersaiJles has been the 
basis of non-participation in the af- 
fairs of the League. 

Denies Irigoyen Is Prisoner. 

The President dc“icd emp*ti- 
cally that the deposed President, 
Hipolito Irigoyen, had beér put in 
jail or had been taken aboard a 
warship. 

“After I arrive” at Government 
House Saturday,” he sa‘i, ‘‘I discov- 
ered that the Presidc .t had fled 
from the capital. Later he was 
placed in th °rracks of the Sev- 
enth Infantry at La Plata, where 
he was held until “!s resignation. 

“At that time his imprisonment 
ceased. On advice of his physi- 
cians he remained at the barracks, 
since it wre rep -tea his health 
wou'd be endangerc’ if he was re- 
moved. My ,ecrsonal hope is that 
Senor Irigo-- .'4 condition soon will 
be so improved that he may be 
removed to a sanitarium where he 
will be able to re-%vor. 

“As proo. of the Government's 
concern in his ‘ealth I will say 
that he has been ¢ ‘en :very pos- 
sible attention. I perscnally sent 
two of the Argentine’s ost emi- 
nent physicians, Dr. Ma.iano Cas- 
tez and Araoz Al” .o, to visit him, 
and I m now awaiting their re- 
port. Senor Irigoyc. is fr.e to 
leave the barracks, and if he de- 
sires the Government is disposed 
to place at his disposal all con- 
veniences. 

“If he desires t leave La Plata 
on a warship the Government will 
afford him this servic:. His re- 
moval to a private sanitarium seems 
the best move just now, and I ex- 
pect his advisers soon to order 
abandonment of his quarters in the 
barracks. He presently occupies 
the ..0ms of the offic... command- 
ing the garrison." 

No Political Ambition. 

Uriburu disclaimed any aspiration 
for a political career, 

“I am a military man and a pa- 
triot,” he said. “I have never been 
@ politician and I do not intend to 
start now. After three days in this 
office I am wondering what there 
is to public office that makes poli- 
ticlans strive to gain it.” 

He declared his Government has 
a single aim, to reform the coun- 
try’s political structure, taking 
power from the hands of the ele- 
ments that have dominated the na- 
tion. The ablest leaders from the 
best elements of the nation will be 
sought for the provisional govern- 
ment. 

“We are birds of passage,” he 
said of his regime, adding that he 
hoped it would represent an able 
co-ordination of the military and 
the best civil elements to destroy 
@ political system which haz en- 
abled despots to perpetuate them- 
selves and their parties in power. 

He declared that under the sys- 
tem which the Government intend- 
ed to bring into existence no party 
will be so firmly entrenched in 
office as to be able to dominate 
all other groups. “When we have 
brought into being such a state,” 
he said, “the military will retire.” 

The new Government today 
adopted the most severe measures 
to prevent reprisals and counter- 
revolutionary tactics by friends of 
the ousted administration of Iri- 
goyen.

Surgical attention for the injured 
was greatly aided today with open- 
ing of the Roosevelt emergency tent 
hospital with 1000 beds. Comman- 
der L. W. Johnson of the United 
States navy was placed in charge 
of all medical. work done in the 
city. It was stressed that there is 
no epidemic here, but that the hur- 
ricane left many surgical cases. 
With cleaning up of the city’s 
streets it is thought the danger of 
epidemic may pass, 

President Rafael L. Trujillo ex- 
panded his efforts toward sanita- 
tion. His work toward this end 
was greatly facilitated by an ample 
supply of fresh water—the first 
available since the storm destroyed 
the city’s water plant. 

The American Red Cross was as- 
signed the city itself as its particu- 
lar field of activity.

Confidential Secretary Aa> 
serts His Name on a Draft 
| for $3000 Is a Forgery.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—The 
month-old mystery of the disap- 
pearance of Joseph Force Crater, 
Justice of the New York Supreme 
Court, took a new turn today with 
the assertion that the indorsement 
on a check for $3000 drawn by 
the jurist just before he vanished 
was a forgery. 

The chec kwas supposed to have 
been cashed for Justice Crater by 
Joseph Mara, his confidential sec- 
retary and the son of a Tammany 
district leader. Mara denied posi- 
tively today that his purported in- 
dorsement on the check was his 
signature. Police Commissioner 
h'ulrooney said handwriiing ex- 
perts would be assigned to test the 
authenticity of the signature. 

The $3000 check was one of sev- 
eral which the checkbook stubs of 
Justice Crater indicated he had 
drawn within a day or two before 
he dropped from sight on Aug. 6. 

Mara said he cashed but two 
checks for the Justice—one for 


$500 and one for $2150—and that 


he knew nothing about the $3000 
check with his indorsement,

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—From 
Maine to Broadway and then back 
to Maine have come clews—none 
of them substantiated—which po- 
lice are sifting in their effort to 
solve the disappearance of Justice 
Joseph Force Crater, last seen by 
his friends the night of Aug. 6. 

It was a showgirl from Texas, 
now at Polyclinic Hospital, who in- 
advertently started the Broadway 
search when her friends made 
known her acquaintance with the 
missing Justice. The proprietor of 
the Club. Abbey, for which she 
worked until Aug. 14, said he was 
under the impression Crater’s last 
visit to the club continued into the 
morning of Aug. 7. But Miss Elaine 
Dawn, the girl, told police she 
thought Crater’s last visit was a 
day or two before this. Miss Dawn 
is under treatment at the bospital 
for a rheumatic knee. 

From others it also was learned 
that Justice Crater had been seen 
at the Abbey. There were at least 
two visits, Miss Mary Clark, who 
appeared with Miss Dawn in the 


club revue said, and the last time! 


she thought Justice Crater was ac- 
companied by William Klein. Klein 
is the Shubert lawyer who is sup- 
posed to be the last person to have 
seen the Justice and who has told 
police Crater dropped in at a 
Broadway restaurant where he was 
dining at about 9 o’clock the night 
he vanished. Klein has stated this 
was Aug. 6, after which Justice 
Crater left him for the theater. 
Why She Remembered. 

Miss Clark, who was not sure of 

the date, said she recalled the oc- 


‘casion because she had nothing but 


“orangeade to drink.” 

Miss Dawn was reported to have 
said that she met Justice Crater at 
a house party. Following this ac- 
quaintance the Judge, who told her 
he was married, is alleged to have 
gone several times to the Broadway 
place, never staying until the end 
of the show. Miss Dawn is a bru- 
nette, diminutive in stature, and, 
according to the other girls, one of 
the prettiest in the show. 

Police Commissioner Mulrooney, 
whose men searched the Crater 
apartment at 40 Fifth avenue, dis- 
covering further evidence which 
they thought tended to show the 
Judge tried to cover his trail, de- 
nied that Justice Crater was at the 
club the night of Aug. 6 and fol- 
lowing morning. 

“Miss Dawn.” the Commissioner 
said, “told us she knew the Justice 
slightly but that she had not seen 
him for a month or so before the 
date of disappearance, Aug. 6.”

Burwash Aerial Expedition Tells 
Results of Trip to King 
William’s Land.

EDMONTON, hasta, Sept. 10.— 
The Edmonton Journal publishes 
an article by W. E. Gilbert, pilot 
of the Burwash aerial expedition 
to King William’s Land, telling of 
the finding of two camp sites of 
the expedition of Sir John Frank- 
lin, who with his party of 128, was 
lost in the Arctie 85 years ago. 
Sir John, setting out te discover 
4S northwest passage to the cast in 
1845, fell victim to the cold. For 
14 years his fate was unknown, but 
thereafter other expeditions found 
his camps and a diary of the expe- 
He is genérally credited 
with having discovered the North- 
west Passage and a monument to 
him stands in Westminster Abbey. 
Gilbert says Maj. L. T. Burwash 
discovered important information 
concerning the Franklin expedition 
which will be forwardea@! to Ottawa. 
He said the North Magnetic Pole 
was reached and the area around it 
mapped by aerial photography. 
In addition the flyers mapped 
more than 2000 miles of Canada’s 
Arctic coastline, surveyed unchart- 
ed territory, including many islands 
and reefs hitherto dangerous to 
Arctic navigation.

Minister Dino Grandi of Italy sud- 
denly left Geneva by automobile 
this morning without waiting for 
the opening of the Eleventh Assem- 
bly of the League of Nations, which 
tomorrow will hear Foreign Minis- 
ter Briand of France expound his 
ideas on his plan for a “United 
States of Europe.”

Mr. Hoover and his administration are said to be 
worried about this state of affairs, and they may 
very well be worried about it. It is the economic con- 
dition that is disturbing Latin America, and it is a 
condition which has been rendered acute by the new 
Hawley-Smoot tariff. All the Latin American coun- 
tries received an immense economic impetus from the 
Worla War. Thanks chiefly to their exports to the 
United States, they have receded slowly from that 
general state of wellbeing. The Hawley-Smoot tariff 
very largely closed this market to Latin America. 
It shut the door upon almost all of their agricultural 
products, including the great cattle industry in coun- 
tries like Argentina and Mexico. The Cuban sugar 
industry had already been all but ruined by the Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff. ‘The Hawley-Smoot tariff mere- 
ly finished it. . 

Phe result is revolution and threat of revolution 
in Latin America, which blames its Governments for 
what has happened. Its Governments are, of course, 
not to blame. All those countries are in the main 
agricultural. They are not industrial countries. Un- 
less they can sel] their products, they must revert 
to the semiprimitive condition which prevailed all 
over Latin America before the industrial world be- 
gan to open this great market for Latin American 
beef, guano, fertilizer, chickle, sisal, lumber, fruits, 
minerals and the other preducts which constitute the 
wealth of the south half of the Western Hemisphere. 
In the heyday of reciprocal] relations between the 
United States and Latin America, this international 
trade reached great proportions. Latin America 
bought from us, and we bought from her. In 1929 we 
imported from Latin America products worth $953,- 
067,808. In 1920, when this trade was at its height, 
we imported Latin American products worth $1,774,- 
000,443. Our exports to South America in 1928 were 
worth $480,815,000; those to Mexico, Central Ameri- 
ca and the West Indies were worth $397,195,000. 
Twenty years ago our exports to South America to- 
taled $83,584,000; those to Mexico, Central America 
and the West Indies totaled $154,005,000. It was a 
trade that had increased six times in 20 years. It 
has declined one-half in ten years. The Hawley- 
Smoot tariff will do the rest. 

Thus we rendered acute an already vexed situa-, 
tion in Latin America, as we rendered acute an al- 
ready vexed situation in all of the trading world. 
Despite abundant warnings, both at home and abroad, 
we refused to abide by the policy of live and let live. 
By so doing we not only made it hard for less stable 
countries to get bread; we also made it hard for them 


to enjoy peace.

Those who think miniature golf took the country 
by storm should consider the conquest of the United 
States by the soy bean. The epidemic of midget 
courses simply isn't in it with the spread of this le- 
guminous native of Southeastern Asia.

Z IT CANNOT BE DONE. 

It was only a year ago that the Young plan was 
hailed as a “final and definitive” solution of the prob- 
lem of inter-allied indebtedness. Today two subse- 
quent economic developments are conspiring again to 
open the whole question of war debt settlement. The 
marked decline in the general price level and the 
alloption of the Hawley-Smoot. tariff measure are 
raising new obstacles to prevent our debtors from 
meeting their obligations. 

The value of gold has been increased by 19 per 
cent as a result of the drop in prices which has taken 
place since the Young plan went into effect. This 
means, according to the computations of the business 
week, that Germany's promise to pay 1,989,000 marks 
a year now really forces her to pass over the purchas- 
ing power of 2,366,000 marks of the 1929 value, At 
the same time the allied debt to the United States 
has grown from $140,000,000 a year to $266,000,000, 
when expressed in terms of the purchasing power of 
the 1929 dollar. Debtor governments will find them- 
selves in increasing difficulties as they attempt to 
pay us in dollars which are continually increasing 
in value and are consequently harder to get. 

The Grundy tariff, too, by excluding European 
products from our markets, prevents Europe from 
paying us interest or principal on the $12,000,000,000 
of war debts or on the additional $14,000,000,000 
which our citizens have loaned her since the war. 
Already the dwindling figures of exports and imports 
have shown the influence of Grundyism on interna- 
tional trade. Senator Alben W. Barkley of Kentucky, 
who has just returned from a study of economic con- 
ditions in Europe, reports that he found everywhere 
“a profound feeling, bordering almost.on despair and 
even bitterness, at our demand that they pay us what 
they owe us and buy goods we send them, while at 
the same timd denying them the ability to do either 
by preventing them from selling them to us.” Sen- 
ator Barkley quotes a distinguished British leader, 
whom he does not name, as saying “that he did not 
see for his life how England was going to be able 
to pay her debt to the United States.” 

If we wish to collect the debts, we must lower the 
tariff. If we wish to maintain protective tariff rates, 
we must cancel the debts. Debt collection requires 
the admission of foreign goods. Tariff laws are de- 
liberately designed to exclude foreign goods. The two 
policies are utterly opposed. We may have either 
the one or the other. We cannot conceivably have 
both. Certainly this fact must be apparent to the 
most feeble of intellects. None the less, the admin- 
istration which gave us the Grundy tariff is re- 
ported as being firmly opposed to any further reduc- 
tions in the inter-allied debts. We await with inter- 
est the measure which will doubtless be forthcoming 
to route the sun from west to east, to put an end to 
the ebb and flow of the tides, and to send the rivers 
rushing up to the mountain tops. 

' AS MAINE GOES. 

Maine, of course, went Republican, but the result 
is disconcerting to the administration, notwithstand- 
ing Chairman Fess’ official jubilation. Gov. Gardi- 
ner’s majority of 80,000 two years ago was cut to 
16,000, and where the Republican candidate carried 
every county in 1928 this year he lost one county, 
Knox, and in a number of other counties the spacious 
1928 majorities were reduced to remnants. 

The 80,000 majority in September, 1928, was hailed 
by Republican leaders as forecasting a sweeping 


result vindicated their interpretation. Similarily the 
16,000 majority of Monday may reasonably be con- 
strued by the Democrats as an auspicious augury. 
To citizens more concerned in the country’s welfare 
than in either party’s fortune a protest against the

The Italian statesman's automo- 
bile left Geneva just an hour bcfore 
the Assembly was called to order 
for the first session of its eley- 
enth meeting. 

The official explanation of his 
departure was greeted with diplo- 
matic skepticism in many quarters. 
Some observers gaid that Grandi 
felt that naval negotiations with 
France were going very slowly and 
preferred to be absent when the 
reports of their progress were 
called for. Others, though con- 
ceding that something was behind 
the official statement, thought that 
some purely Itallan question must 
have required Grandi’s immediate 
presence in Rome. 

Senator Scialoja, a veteran in 
League councils, became chief of 
the Italian delegation upon Gran- 
di’s departure. In Italian quarters 
it was said the Foreign Minister 
had not intended to remain longer 
at Geneva, being interested chief- 
ly in the European conferences 
held two days ago to consider the 
Briand scheme for a federation of 
European states which was ap- 
proved in principle at those meet- 
ings. 


Assembly Convenes. 

The Eleventh Assembly of the 
League convened this forenoon. 
Cesar Zumeta of Venezuela, as 
temporary chairman, opened the 
meeting. The Assembly elected 
Nicholas Titulescu as its president. 
Titulescu has*been Rumanian Min- 
ister at the Court of St. James's. 

Titulescu, on taking the chair, 
declared the League now faced 
questions surpassing in importance 
any it had dealt with hitherto. He 
especially stressed the need of re- 
lief for economic depression in the 
world and urged the Assembly to 
bend its best efforts toward this 
task. 

The Assembly then proceeded to 
organize its committees and per- 
fect its machinery. This work was 
expected to continue throughout 
the afternoon. 

League Program. 

The important, and _ possibly 
spectacular, business of the pres- 
ent sessions begins tomorrow 
morning, when Foreign Minister 
Briand expounds his ideas for “the 
United States of Europe,” or Euro- 
pean federal union. 

The Assembly, which has had 
the European federation project 
passed on to it by the Council, 
must decide what form within the 
framework of the League itself this 
scheme for regional collaboration 
will take, Presumably the Assem- 
bly will set in motion the discus- 
sion and study which may take 
several years to reach the practical 
stage. 

The Assembly also will seek to 
modify the covenant of the League 
s0 as to close it completely against 
the possibility of war, thus har- 
monizing it with the spirit of the 
Kellogg pact. ' 

Another big problem involved is 
the attempt to reorganize the 
League secretariat in a way that 
will make the headquarters bureau 
of the League more efficient and 
truly international in spirit, The 
difficulties in the way of this are 
many. Chief criticism of the pres- 
ent Constitution of the secretariat 
comes from Germans and Italians 
who say that the British and the 
French monopolize the:higher of- 
fices. ° 

The Assembly also will seek to 
further plans for improvement of 
the economic situation and to 
strengthen sentiment for freer 
trade. The League's work in hu- 
manitarian and social fields will be

| REYTHMICS 


FOR GRACE 


ISTORY is repeating itself in 

so many ways that ah other, 

more or less, should not mat- 
ter much, but here is one “return” 
that does matter a great deal. It 
is the revival of interest in esthet- 
ics, particularly in rhythmics. It 
seems we have been out of tune 
and, out of tune, obviously, we 
cannot be up to our best. 


So let us look into this matter 
of rhythm. ‘The old Greeks have 
always been held up to us as mod- 
els, if not of all the virtues, of all 
the physical and mental attributes, 
and there is no doubt that they 
had something of tremendous value 
in their ideas of applying rhythm to 
their daily routine that would be 
equally of value to us. 

And this generation, like that of 
the 80s and 90s, is trying to catch 
that something of such importance 
that is founded on rhythm. It is 
daily practicing rhythmic move- 
ments as not so long ago it did its 
daily dozen to get itself into tine 
with this new age of feminine 
grace. 

To acquire this ryhthm they 
dance. Perhaps you wouldn’t call 
it dancing, but the movements are 
those of esthetic dancing, nothing 
of the ballroom variety but gyra- 
tions many of which seem too sim- 
ple and lackadaisical to make for 
development, but as you learn by 
doing them are really not only 
strenuous but fully as vigorous as 
any of the movements used in golf, 
tennis or even basketball, or, as a 
matter of fact, in any sport or any 
routine set of exercises. 

Ease, freedom, pliability, direc- 
tion—these are the fundamentals 
for which these exercises are cal- 
culated, and rhythm is cultivatei 
incessantly. Every movement is 
one that is used in everyday rou- 
tin. The initial point is to free— 
to stretch—all the ligaments and 
muscles that hamper or prevent 
free movement. For instance, turn 
your hands on your wrists, stretch 
your arms over your head, twist 
your head around on your shoul- 
ders, or back and forward as far 
as it will go, rise on your toes, sit 
on‘’a high chair and try to touch 
the tips of your toes to the floor. 
rise on your toes again and sin’, 
gradually down till you are sitting 
on your heels. With your body 
held firm and your hands on your

movements which, presumably, you 
performed in school days and you 
will realize that there is need for 
freeing those muscles and liga- 
ments. 

You may even wonder how you 
have been using your arms and 
legs and moving about generally 
with as much grace and ease as 
you have. The aim of all this new 
exercising is lightness. . There is no 
jerking to any of it. As some one 
put it: “The idea is to feel not that 
you are lifting your foot from the 
floor, but that you are releasing 
it, not that you are raising your 
arm by effort, but that it flies up 
as if released by a spring. 


An the important point in ac- 
quiring this lightness is to keep 
the knees straight at all times— 
locked is technical term for it— 
and a great need there is for this 
point to be put into practice. There 
are too many awkward knees.

Leading stocks generally eased 
off a point or so, while a few poois 
eontinued operations for tie ad 
vance in a number of the more 
speculative issues, Dbuls were 
again encouraged by the fact that 
trading turned dull on declines. 
Bears were decidedly wary. Total 
sales were only about 1,730,000 
shares, or some 750,000 unde: yes- 
terday B. 

Most of the day's price move- 
ments were recorded during the 
earlier hours of trading, and dur- 
ing the afternvon the list held vir- 
tually stationary. Profit-taking on 
the recent advance was in evidence 
but there was nothing to substan- 
tlate fears in some quarters that a 
large volume of selling may be 
hanging over the market at Lhese 
levels, as there was in July. The 
market appeared to be waiting bet- 
ter news from business, and tne 
day’s reports failed to cast any new 
light on the trade or industrial sit- 
uation 


Grain Priees Weaker. 

The action of the commodity 
markets, notably the grains, may 
have had a mildly depressing influ- 
ence on stocks. Both wheat and 
corn were depressed by the Gov- 
ernment crop estimates. The corn 
report failed to show the further 
deterioration indicated by private 
estimates, and this grain closed 1% 
to 174 cents a bushel lower. Wheat 
dropped about 2 cents a bushel, 
some positions making new lows 
for the season, as the Government 
estimate was a little higher than 
that of a month previously. It 
rallied, however, to show net losses
